It was beyond belief that Soccer Australia 
could endeavour to run a National competition 
without the third most populated State and the 
second largest junior competition in Australia. 
On the day that the decision was made, the 
response of the Queensland community was 
almost spontaneous and the messages of 
support and encouragement flowed freely. 


Groups organised petitions, thousands of 
people sent emails to Soccer Australia. Soccer

Proudly supporting the Brisbane Strikers 
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Kosmina wants early points 


After a home draw and an away loss 
to the Kingz last season, Brisbane Strikers 
are looking for a perfect start to the new 
season against the Kiwis at Ballymore 
tonight. 


The Strikers, with its club a this 
season “repaying the faith” to its supporters 
and sponsors, has assembled an impressive 
lend of experience and youth and left open 
room for a few further overseas acquisitions. 


Several players from last year’s squad are 
missing this season but six new players already 
have signed with the possibility of one or two 
overseas imports. 


The Strikers started its recruitment with the 
key signatures of former Socceroo Kris 
Trajanovski and goalkeeper Jason Kearton who 
has come back home from England. 


The 32-year-old Kearton, regarded as a 
pioneer having headed to England in 1988 as a 
teenager to chase his dream, has signed a two- 
year deal with the Strikers. 


Kearton backed his ability and made his way 
to England 13 years ago, playing eight seasons 
with Premier League club Everton, before 
spending the past five years in goal for first 
division club Crewe Alexander. 


Both the Kingz and Perth Glory chased 
Kearton but the Queenslander wanted to bring 
his wife Stacey and English-born children Jake 
and Chloe back to Brisbane. 


Former Socceroo Trajanovski needs no 
introduction to soccer followers after a star- 
studded career with previous clubs, Marconi, 
Sydney Olympic, Adelaide City and Preston. 

Apart from Kearton and Trajanovski, the 
Strikers’ new faces include former Olyroo 
defender Richie Alagich (ex Sth Melb, West 


_ Adelaide), former Perth Glory midfielder John 


Carbone, AIS and QAS defender Wayne Heath 
and youngster Matt McKay. 

Coach John Kosmina now has a potent 
striking combination with “Traj” and top goal 
scorer Paul Foster up front. Kosmina, who has 


been extremely pleased with the attitude of the 
squad he’s assembled, said Kearton was a 
“quality” player and a much needed wise-head 
in the group. 

“He’s a seasoned pro who brings a lot of 
character to the team which is important,” said 
Kosmina. 

“Keepers are in their prime at this age and 
he’s still got two or three very good seasons yet.” 

The Strikers now have three keepers on their 
books with Corey Baldock and Nathan Coe as 
back-ups. 

Coe, whose father Martin played in the 
national league, recently toured with the 
Australian U-17 side for the World Youth 
Championships in the West Indies. 

He'll join the Strikers when he completes 
his scholarship with the AIS in December. 

Kosmina believes gaining early season 
points is crucial as he thinks the national league 
season is not long enough. 

“With Canberra now out 24 games in a 
season is not long enough in my opinion,” 
Kosmina said. 

“The season is not a marathon and it’s not 
a sprint and is more like a middle distance race. 

“There’s always a lot of pressure on teams 
to perform at the start of any season and it 
doesn’t hurt to get early points on the board,” 
he said.

Brisbane Strikers 
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Cosmos launch crash dives 


A party atmosphere celebrating 
Canberra Cosmos’ official season launch 
turned into a wake when the club was 
booted out of the national league by 
Soccer Australia. 


Canberra Cosmos players and supporters 
had been partying for three hours when 
suddenly they were told the club would not be 
a starter for the 2001-2002 season. 


Soccer Australia officially cut the embattled 
club from the competition only nine days from 
the start of the new season. 


Cosmos’s failure to prove its financial 
viability and the club’s decision to release its 
yuarantors from their responsibilities in July was 
cited by Soccer Australia for the reason for its 
expulsion. 

A surprisingly upbeat launch at Bruce 
Stadium was attended by staff, players, sponsors 
and fans and an early afternoon training session 
was planned after the season launch. 


But a call to a Cosmos player before training 
quickly turned the day sour as he was told the 
club had been axed. 


Training was put on hold as the club’s squad 
walked off the field and 18 players were left to 
contemplate their futures. 


Professional Football Association chief 
executive Brendan Schwab said the players 
would be seeking a compensation package 
through SA. 


Conditions of Entry 


1. Entry inside the perimeter fence of the 
playing area is prohibited at all times and 
offenders will be prosecuted. 


2. All spectators are requested to vacate 
the ground within 15 minutes of the end 
of the final game. 


3. Police may be requested to remove 


“The lateness of this decision makes it very 
difficult for the club’s players to sign anywhere 
else... this is potentially career ending for a 
number of them,” Schwab said. 


“Indemnities and guarantees were 
supposedly in place to cover the club and all 
but two players had signed after this. “If the 
game was misled than it’s up to the game to 
compensate.” 


The Cosmos had a chequered two years with 
poor results and an increasingly untenable 
financial position placing the club in the firing 
line for the chop. 


In April the NSL review committee informed 
the club it was not considered a going concern, 
only for SA to reinstate the club three months 


later. 


A deal by the US-based company Union 
Financial Services was supposed to be the 
saviour of the club but it has yet to be ratified. 


Matters came to a head recently when a 
cheque for the Cosmos’ affiliation fee bounced 
and SA gave the club five days to prove its 
viability. 

Canberra’s axing, which has left a 13-team 
competition, was later endorsed by clubs at a 
special commission meeting in Sydney. 


A proposal for clubs to play each other three 
times was rejected on financial grounds.
